in progress in Augusta, Governor 
Brown was reached at Marietta, 
and he immediately authorized 
General W. G. O’Bear, adjutant, to 
instruct Captain Abraham Levy, 
in command of the troops at Au- 
gusta, to hold a sufficient num- 
ber of men in readiness to quell 
any further disturbance that 
might arise.

“These blanks should call 
information required by the statute— 
no more, no less. If the statement is 
not filed as required bv law, or if the 
information required is not what the 
statute demands, the publication may 
be denied the mrivilege of the .mails 
if it fails to comply -with the pro- 
visions of the law within ten days 
after notice by registered letter of 
such failure. While the statute. does 
rot expressly make the duty of the 
postmaster general to give such no- 
tice, yet I think it may be fairly im- 
plied from its provisions that it would 
become his duty to give the notice in 
all cases where (1) the editor, etc., 
of any publication of whose exist- 
ence the postmaster general has knowl- 
edge shall fail to file the statement | 
required by. law, or (2) the statement 
on its face shall not conform to the 
statute, or (3) information shall be 
laid before the postmaster general 
mhich satisfies him that the informa- 
tion furnished in the statement is in- 
accurate or’untrue. In either event, 
if the privileges of the mail should 
be denied because of failure to com- 
ply with the statute, the burden would 
be on the government to establish such 
failure. 

“The provisions of the statute under 
consideration should not be confused 
with those of the statutes relating 
tc second-class mail matter, and they 
in no respect limit or affect the power 
of the postmaster genera! to require 
full information to be furnished to 
him to enable him to determine 

whether or not a given. publication is 
entitled to the privileges of the second- 
class mail rate.’ 

he attorney general then quotes 
the act of 1*%7 which stipulates the 
conditions upon which newspapers and 
other publications were to be entitled 
to second-class mailing privileges and 
specifically stipulated that its terms 
should apply only to those having 1 
gitimate lists of subscribers and 
should not apply to any § designed 
primarily for advertising or free cir- 
culation or circulation at nominal 
rates.

“Those provisions are inserted ac a 
part of the act of 1912, which !s ap- 
parently designed to insure publicity 
as to the ownership and control of the 
publication.

IMPOSSIBLE TO PRINT 
ACTS WITHIN 30 DAYS 


“The ects of the general assembly 
will be ready for distribution just as 
soon as it is possible to do the phys- 
ical work connected with the publica- 
tion of them,” said Charles P. Byrd, 
state printer, yesterday. 

Asked about the acts of 1912, for 
which some inquiry has been made, 
Mr. Byrd said that it is now a physical 
impossibility to get them out within 
thirty 
the general assembly, as specified in 
the law of 1878. 

“The acts now are three times as 
voluminous as they were then,” Mr. 
Byrd said. “The printing commission 
recognizes it is an impossibility, 
doesn't expect the state printer to get 
them out within thirty days. In fact, 
it has not Seen done under sixty days 
in a good many years. In 1911 Gov- 
ernor HokKe Smith called for the acts 
within the time specified by law. I 
saw him and explained the situation, 
and he told me to take what time was 
necessary. The 1911 acts were not de- 
livered for sixty-five days after 
journment.
